One of the 
unanswerable 


questions that hits us from 
time to time is: "Which is 
more important—the bidding 
or the play?" 


It is about equivalent to: 


" W h i c h 
came 
first, 
the 


chicken or the egg?" 


Some hands are easy to bid 


and hard to play, others the 
reverse. On good days, hands 
are easy both ways. On bad 
days, we have trouble with 
both parts of the game. 


Grand slam hands are al- 


ways hard to bid. There is no 
trouble making seven dia- 
monds with today's 
North- 


South cards. There is plenty 
of trouble bidding it. 


We recommend the bidding 


in the box and will try to ana- 
lyze it. To start, we prefer a 
one-heart opening with the 
very powerful South hand. It 
is strong enough for a two bid, 
but there is practically no 
chance that a one-heart opener 
will find himself playing that 
contract. 


The next important call is 


North's three-spade bid. His 
one no-trump denied a real 
spade suit. Hence, North is 
telling his partner that he has 
the ace of spades and slam in- 
terest after the three-diamond 
jump. 


South merely rebids to four 


diamonds. He wants to show 
that he has a good diamond 
suit. North thinks there is a 
slam, but North can't be sure 
that his partner doesn't have 
two club losers, so he merely 
raises to five. 


South knows that North has 


suggested a slam but is also 
worried about clubs. South is 
going to a slam but he wants 
to invite seven, so he bids six 
clubs to show first-round con- 
trol, whereupon North jumps 
to the grand slam. 


The play is easy. South goes 


right up with dummy's ace of 
spades, draws trumps, sets up 
his hearts and eventually dis- 
cards dummy's spade losers.

It 
was Tuesday, Nov. 21, but we 
went to press with ''Tuesday, 
Nov. 28" on every page, Six- 
teen persons work here —but 
no one caught It until the press 
run was well under way, 


You can't make corrections 


on a high-speed rotary press, 
It uses plates. To correct those 
faulty datelines would have re- 
quired going back to the original 
"paste • up" pages, correcting 
them, 
shooting new negatives 


and making new plates for the en- 
tire newspaper, We wouldn't have 
gotten to press until after dark. 


You ask how such a stupid 


mistake could get by a seasoned 
newspaper 
organization — our 


top people have been around for 
nearly 40 years. It's a matter of 
routine, day after day, always 
double-checking what goes Into 
the page "paste-up" before you 
commit 11 to the page-negative, 
the plate, and the press. There 
comes a day when you forget to 
chock - and you've had It. 


As a subscriber you have the 


right to expect your newspaper 
to be Just as accurate on dates 
as your calendar Is. In nearly 
•10 years here 1 recall one or two 
cases where we fouled up the date 
on Page One, and an occasional 
"bust" on an inside page —but 
yesterday was a classic ... the 
wrong date on every page, some- 
thing that's never happened be- 
fore- ... at least to us. 


Our apologies. And It means 


extra 
work for our office for 


months to come. To collect for 
tfoo advertising In yesterday's 
edition — particularly the dis- 
tant national accounts - Is going 
to require a letter or publisher's 
affidavit with every invoice. 


That's 
why the First Com- 


mandment on every 
newspaper 


is: Check your datelines. 


If you don't, chances are you 


wuii't cat regularly.

HILL 815, Vietnam (AP) - 


Hour after hour of battle gave 
the living and the dead the 
same gray pallor on Hill e'JS. At 
times the only way to tell them 
apart was to watch when the 
enemy mortars crashed in on 
the exhausted American para» 
troopers. 


The living rushed unashamed* 


ly to the tiny bunkers dug into 
the red clay. 


The wounded squirmed to- 


ward the shelter of trees blasted 
to the ground* 


The 
dead—propped 
up 
in 


bunkers or face down in the 
dust— didn't move. 


Since Sunday the most brutal 


fighting of the Vietnam war has 
ebbed and flowed across this re- 
mote hill in the western sector 
of the Dak To battleground. The 
2nd Battalion of the 173rd Air- 
borne Brigade went up 875 first. 
It nearly died. 


Of the 16 officers who led the 


men across the rldgellne Sun- 
day, eight were killed and the 
other eight wounded. Eleven of 
the 13 medics died. 


The battalion took its first 


casualties at midday Sunday as 
it crested Hill 875, one of the 
hundreds of knolls that dot the 
ridges in the Dak To fighting re- 
gion near the Cambodian- Lao- 
tian border. 


All weekend as the paratroop- 


ers moved along the jungle hills 
enemy base camps were uncov- 
ered.

WASHINGTON (AP) - By its 


late-session drive in Congress 
for tax boosts and cost cuts, the 
administration hopes to slash In 
half this year's prospective $29 
billion deficit. 


The deficit would be shrunk to 


roughly $15 billion— still one of 
the biggest splashes of red ink 
in U.S. history-by the fiscal 
package plan to be presented to

House Ways and Means 


Committee next Tuesday.
